Law Intelligence, 


On Friday last a juogment was pro­ 
nounced in the Court of Common Pleas 
pf the City and County of Pbiladelpbiai 
by their President, Judge Uallowell, in 
the case of an insolvent debtor who ap. 
plied foi the benefit of iho Acta of As- 
sembly io such casea made and provi* 
ded^iii which some prineiplei highly 
imporraoi to creditors and debtors were 
discussed, 
and respecting 
which it 
would be very useful that the sentiments 
of that Couvti having exclusive jurisdic* 
lions of the subject, bhould be extensive­ 
ly known throughout the community. 


Tne opinion of the Court was 
1 - That an assignment made by a 
debtor without caUiug a meeting of his 
crediiora«—or without their consent«-to 
a person or persons of bis own choice, 
especially if to a relation, or to a persón 
or persons of little or no properly, stand­ 
ing or weight of character, may be con . 
»idered. if ihe ciicumstaoces warrant it, 
as frauduleni and void, and that the;nebt- 
or, if bo is afterwards obliged to apply 
for the benefit of the Insolvent Laws, 
msy on that ground have his petition re­ 
jected, aud be remanded to pHson. 


S. That an assignment made by à 
debtor, without calling a meeting of his 
creditors, without their privity and con* 
sent, and without any exnibiiion of his 
affjirs— 
f ór a releaee and 
ejtciuding lAote who Jo not execute it 
within a iimited time —may be conside­ 
red, under circumstances suc'i as the 
Court may deem indicative of a fraudu- 
leni inteniton, null and void,«and that 
itie petition of a debtor who has mide 
such an assignment may be rejected 
and be refused the benefit of the acts 
and sent to pi ison. 


3- 1 hat an assignment msde to tu9 
j o i n t l y only delivered to and accept 
led bv oñe\ is v<»id and o ^ o cflfect ; and 
tbai if such an assignment be put on 
record by the debtor and held out to the 
woild as good assignment to fv3,*it nay, 
under circumstances, be considered as 
evidence ot fraud, and will deprive the 
debtor of tbe benefit uf Che insolvent 
acts. 


4. That an assignment» eiren if good 
on the face of it, may be rendered null, 
void, and of no effcci, if it i|^|râara that 
the at«(^nor himself was. tbe real etfi- 
cient mao who transacted tbe business 
under it, and Xïieatiignee, a mere osten­ 
sible person aCiing Under him, and by 
his direction ; and ihat such conduct 
may deprive a debtor of the benefit of

We hope to obtain and lay before the 
public, in a short time, a copy ofthis in* 
terci itig document, whicn developcs 
and decides on principles of much con­ 
sequence to atl Btanding in the relation 
ot Cl editors or debtors, and of course 
peculiarly tn i he commercial and trading 
part oi the Community.
